As to this excess of expenditure over esti- 


mates, it is to be observed that on all the lines 
there have been considerable amounts paid 
for damages, repairs, and expenses incident 
upon the "trial of new canals, and that on the 
"western division there has been an extension 
and considerable new work authorised by the 
legislature and board of canal commissioners, 
for none of which estimates were made bv 
the reports to the legislature of 1829-30.— 
Your committee forbear to propose a loan or 
other mode of defray ing this expense, (which 
is their peculiar province,) until the action 
of both houses shall determine whether any 
further amount may be required, which to- 
gether with the means of paying its interest, 
will be properly considered in conjunction. 


The committee will not u.nbody the state- 


ment of the Auditor General of the receipts 
and expenditures of the last financial year, but 
refer the House to it. It was their duty to 
endeavor to anticipate the revenue and ex- 
penses of the year upon which we have en- 
tered, and let the House make the compari- 
son between the statement for the last and 
the estimate for f'ie present year. 
The 


House will be pleased to jvcollect, that from 
the manner of making the payments into the 
treasury, those receipts which should be enter- 
ed as of this financial year, are often postponed 
until the next, upon which the amount due 
for both years sometimes accumulates.— 
These amounts cannot often (in merchants' 
and tavern licenses for instance,) be readily 
separated, and it becomes almost impossible 
to ascertain what the precise annual revenue i 
should be in any one year, because paid in ! 
different years. This being the case, it is 
quite impossible to estimate with an}' degree 
of correctness the precise prospective reve- 
nue. All, therefore, that can be expected, 
will be an approximation to the truth by a 
general average, where such a rule can be 
applied. The difficulty of making such es- 
timates may account for the fact that they 
have been seldom hazarded. But it now be- 
comes imperiously necessary, to examine our 
probable resources, and your committee have 
deemed it proper to offer all the information 
within their reach, however unavoidably im- 
perfect, and inferior to their own wishes.

endeavors to suppress this terrible vice 
—or breakup the establishments,where 
so many have been ruined.

punity with which crimes and misde- 
meanors are committed in this city, is 
gradually attracting rascals and rob- 
bers from all parts of the Union to our 
metropolis,

Shannon, Blair and Craft, generally up 
on the grpunrl, thai it was inexpedient 
to act upon the revenue bills at the pres- 
ent time, while the fate of ihe internal 
improvement bill was doubtful ; and 
that from ihe shortness of the time the 
bills had been on the files of the House, 
members had noi been able to commu- 
nicate with their constituents on the 
subjects proposed for taxation. Mes- 
srs. Butiz, Waugh, Alexander, Smith, 
of Bucks, and Patterson opposed ihe 
rising- of the com-nitlee, and were lor 
disposing of the bills at once. 
The 


grounds generally taken by them were, 
that ihe revenue bills should be aried 
on upon their own merits, and speedily 
too, in order that the faith of the suite, 
already pledged to pay interest on loans, 
might be redeemed, as well as the ne- 
cessity of providing means to pay fu- 
ture loans before the} were contracted. 
The motion for ihe committee to rise 
was agreed to, 43 to 40. 
Mr Pelrikin 


then moved that the committee have 
leave to sit again on Thursday next, 
when Mr. Buitz moved thai the com- 
mittee be discharged from Ihe further 
consideration of the subject, and that 
the bill be indefinitely postponed, which 
was not agreed to. yeas 32, nays 53 — 
Mr. Petrikin's motion was then agreed 
to.

We allude to the revolt of th- Poles in 
the Russian provinces, the flight of the 
Arch-Duke Constantine, and the estab- 
lishment of a Provisional Government 
at Warsaw. 


"In looking at Europe at the present 


moment, we cannot but perceive t h a t 
the ground trembles and quakes in all 
quarters, and that a general and migh- 
ty convulsion is ubou; to t a k e place — 
Whilst the earthquake is felt from be- 
neath, the burning lava begins to H o w . 
and the stream uikc.s that direction 
•where it is least'likely to meet with op 
position or impediment. '1 he disposi- 
tion of France at this moment is evi- 
dently warlike, mid under the pretext of 
defending herself, she is preparing to 
make aggression upon others. 
The 


present stock-jobbing m'nisters an; in- 
deed indisposed to war, but the propo- 
sition made by La Fayettc in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, on Tuesday last—"that 
in case Austria or Prussia should inter- 
fere in the affairs of Poland, it would be 
the duty of France to prohibit them, 
"was received with loud acclamations." 


A letter from Stellin state.s, that the 


struggle lit Warsaw was far more san- 
guinary than it has been represented in 
the journals—that nine R-nssian gener- 
als.and the principal officers t»f state, 
were put to death, and also a great num- 
ber of the Russian soldiery were mas- 
sacred, 


•Pope Pius VIII. died of the gout in 


the stomach. 


A letter from Berlin, in the Augs- 


burg Gazette, in announcing the depar- 
ture of Marshal Diebitsch from Berlin, 
observes, that as lie will find the Rus- 
sian army that was offered for the as- 
sistance of Prussia ready for battle, the 
insurrection in Poland will, probably, 
be put down in three weeks. 
The wri- 


ter adds—"Satisfactory as this pros- 
pect is, much confusion and mischief 
are to be expected." 


By private accounts from Paris, we 


learn that the greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vails there on the subject of the antici- 
pated foreign aggression. 
It is calcu- 


lated that in the course of a few weeks, 
1,200,000 troops, including the Nation- 
al Guard, will be in an effective state.— 
Notwithstanding the pacific tone used 
by tbe Minister of the Interior in the 
last sitting of the Chamber of Deputies, 
persons in this country, who have ac- 
cess to the best sources of information, 
entertain strong doubts as lo the even- 
tual preservation of peace.—Court Jour- 
nal. 


Authentic accounts from Warsaw, 


dated December 4, announce that a new 
Provisional Government bad been for- 
med in that city, upon principles more 
hostile to Russia than those originally 
avowed. It is also stated that the most 
active measures were taken at Warsaw 
to enable the inhabitants to repel attack.

causes of the commotion, w h i c h began 
in the military school at Warsaw. 
The 


following details are given by private 
accounts from Poland:—The p u p i l s of 
the school, assembled al a dinner, 
thought proper to give toasts to sever- 
al men distinguished in Polish history, 
and especially lo the celebrated Kosci- 
usko, the last hero of independent Po- 
land. 
Constantine, on being informed 


of it by spies, immediately ordered a 
strict i n q u i r y to be made. 
The com- 


mission, however, whii h was appoint 
ed for t h a t purpose, not f i n d i n g any 
criminal intention in the conduct o 
these patriotic youths, made a repor 
which did not satisfy the Prince. 
Con- 


sequently, two general officers were 
charged to make a second investigation. 
The Prince, being exasperated, then or- 
dained, of his own authority, a severe 
punishment to be inflicted upon the 
young men who had been so unfortu- 
nate as to incur his displeasure. 
A 


great number of them were sent to pris- 
on, w i t h threats of a more severe pun- 
ishment.

young men of the m i l i t a r y school rose 
in a body to break the chains o f t h e i i 
comrades, and take vengeance upon the 
oppressor of their country.

ments of regiments of the

garrison at Warsaw, were ordered to 
put down the rebellions pupils, whilst 
several 
companies of Polish 
troops 


took part w i t h the latter. 
Thus the 


combat began. 
The insurgents having 


forced their way t h r o u g h the Russian 
troops, marched immediately towards 
the Belvedere, the residence of the 
Grand Duke Conslantine. half a league 
from \V,.rsaw. 
His officers fell under 


the blows of national vengeance, but. 
Constantine made his escape by a back 
door. 
Several acts of c r u e l t y seem to 


have preceded the last arbitrary pro- 
ceeding of Constantine. 
Thus, a short 


time before, he ordered the knout to be 
applied to some merchants suspected ol 
smuggling. 
Two General Officers ha- 


ving ventured to make remonstrances 
to him on the inexpediency oi an inten- 
ded change in the stations of the troops, 
were tried by court martial and shot.— 
These facts are corroborated by sever- 
al letters, in which they are represent- 
ed as positive. 
It appears, however, 


that the explosion of the national re- 
sentment was not unexpected by Con- 
stantine, as the Princess Lowice, his 
consort, had left the Belvedere some 
days previously. 
Several letters acid, 


that the inhabitants of the environs of 
Warsaw, on hearing of the first occur- 
rences in the capital, collected in great 
numbers to hasten to the assistance of 
their fellow-countrymen. This event 
has produced a powerful sensation at 
Berlin. 
It is generally thought that it 


is not a revolt, but a revolution. A 
popular commotion is said to have bro- 
ken out a! Posen ; but it is added, that 
it was put down by the armed force, 
composed in part of Silesian regiments 
cantoned in the environs. 
Great activ- 


ity prevails in ihe War Department.— 
Purl of the guards are to march inmie- 
dialeiv for the Grand Duchy.

regiments, on their way to the Rhine, 
have received counter orders, and arc 
to proceed to the same destination.

The Judiciary.—The House of Repre- 
lUsi'nes have promptly met and deci- 


sively settled the question of the pro- 
posed repeal of the 25th section ol ihe 
venerable art of Congress, commonly 
known by the name of the Judiciary 
Act. 
From the Report and the Coun- 


ter-Report upon the subject, those who 
have perused or may peruse them, will 
understand the question as f u l l y as ii 
they had heard or read a month's de- 
bute upon it. 
To announce the ques- 


tion in a few words, it was upon a pro- 
position to repeal, us being vnconstitu- 
liunal, (after more than forty years' ac- 
tion under \i] that part .of the Judicia- 
ry Act extending the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
over final decisions in State Courts 
which impugn the validity of any laws 
or treaties of the United States. 
A bill 


was reported by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, (four against three in the Com-, 
millee,) to repeal the section confer- 
ring, or rather regulating the mode of 
exercising this jurisdiction. 
This bill 


was, as a matter of course, read a first 
time, and as a matter of course, also, 
would have received its second read- 
ing, but for the objection made to its 
second reading by Mr. DODDRIDGE, of 
Virginia, who excepted to it on the 
ground t h u l the bill, being of equiva- 
lent consequence to a bill to repeal Ike 
Union, ought not to be allowed to be so 
much as entertained by that House.— 
Upon this objection, the question, ac- 
cording to the Rules of the House, as- 
sumes this form : "Shall the bill be re- 
jected ?" 
On that question coming up 


on Saturday, the Previous Question was 
agreed to, precluding Debate ; and the 
main question being taken, the bill was 
KE.IKCTED by 137 votes to 51—a most 
decisive majority, but a majority which 
would have been enlarged, had 
the 


quesHon been upon the final passage of 
the bill, by the voles of several who vo- 
ted nirtrinsl rejection, either from a de- 
sire to hear an argument upon it, or to 
have an opportunity of voting upon a-

We have never witnessed a 


more dignified proceeding in any pub- 
lic body than that by which this ques- 
tion was decided. 
The article of Im- 


peachment being first read, and ihe as- 
sembled m u l t i t u d e on the floor and in 
the galleries hushed to the profoundest 
silence, the Senators were called upon 
in succession, and the question, put 
distinctly to each Senator, by the pre- 
siding officer, each Senator rising in 
his place, as -called, and answering 


Guilty" or "Not Guilty i" 
When e- 


very Senator present had solemnly an- 
swered, the President of the Senate 
rose and announced that twenty-two 
Senators had pronounced the respon- 
dent Not Guilty, and twenty-one had 
pronounced him Guilty. 
Two-thirds 


of the Senators not having affirmed the 
presentment of the House of Represen- 


s. Judge Peck was of course de- 


clared to be ACQUITTED of the article 
of Impeachment preferred against him 
by the House of Representatives : and 
then the Court was adjourned by pro- 
clamation, sine die.
